He thought the state board 
j should have authority to inspect all 
I property in the state periodically in 
co-operation with the local lire de­ 
partments. 
“ Such legislation will lead to an 
immediate reduction of tire losses, 
declared Mr. Ekern. “The advantage 
of this method of dealing with the 
problem is th at it provides a con­ 
tinuous education to property own­ 
ers and to the 
entire community 
which necessarily will be reflected in 
a growing demand for the prevention 
of tires, and for improved construc­ 
tion as a means of such prevention. 
Building codes and city planning in­ 
volve many other considerations than
